don and Paris, the dollar crashed 
to new lows since the

gold standard. 


Sterling soarded 8 cents to $4, the 
highest level sinqe England left 
gold hi September, 1931. Francs 
upvrted 10 1-2 points to 4.73 cents, 
guilders jumped 96 points to 48 10 
cents and other currencies scored 
swt-eping gains. 


At today's lows, the dollar show- 


ed a depreciation of about 20 per 
cent since the administration em- 
barked ou its inflation program.

Angina pe<-toris Is a painful afflic- 


tion of the heart 
The sufferer may 


be seized with an attack at any time. 
It may occur while walking, stand- 
ing or sitting. Tnough the 
pain 


usually passes across the shoulder 
and down the left arm. it may travel 
to the right arm or temain localized 
in the chest- Occasionally the vic- 
tim becomes sick at the stomach, and 
is in severe distress. 


I do not wish to give the impres- 


sion that pain around the heart is 
of necessity a sign of heart disease. 
The heart is a complicated mechan- 
ism supplied 
with a network of 


nerves. Such factors aa worry, emo- 
tional distress, anger, excitement, and 
mental and physical fatigue, irritate 
these nerves and produce disagree- 
able sensations in the region of the 
heart Symptoms from these causes 
are not serious. 


In angina pectoris it is prooable 


that the main nerves of the heart 
are involved. 
Repeated spasms and 


irritation of the heart muscle lead 
to a damaged heart. 


The sufferer fiom angina pectoris 


must not hesitate to seek medical 
advice

Emotional Stress * Factor 


- Severe attacks can be prevented by 
avoiding those factors that influence 
the disease. 


Emotional excitement, particularly 


anger, is a factor to be considered 
when we seek a prevention of the 
attacks of angina pet-tons. The quiet, 
unruffled person rarely succumbs to 
this disease and his attacks, if he 
has any. are of a mild and non-dis- 
tressing nature 


Attacks of angina pectoris may oc- 


cur after heavy meals. It is espe- 
cially liable to occur after a meal, 
when sudden effort, exercise or emo- 
tional excitement interferes with the 
digestion of food. 


Individuals who show any signs of 


angina pectoris should avoid severe 
exertion, either of the mental or mus- 
cular tyre 
They must have an ade- 


quate amount of rest and be care-

There are several reasons why 


milk soups are a good idea in a 
J >mi' that must cut food costs to 


bone. With milk, soup can be 
3 to contain all the food values 


necessary for an adequate 
meal. 


This is especially true of chowders, 
wMch are filling, like other soups, 
and are also much more "lasting. ' 


Milk has the important charac- 


taristic of holding its original food 
values "through thick and thin," 
so to speak. &11 the various forms 
— fresh, 
evaporated, .and dried 


rnilkr-^have practically the 
same 


food value. Milk products, such as 
butter " aid 
cheeset contain the 


same nutrients- astte trream or the 
miVc from 'which -they are made. 
Not even heat has much effect on 
the chief food 
values 
of 
milk. 


Cocking, drying, canning, even 
tolling, have little effect on the 
calcium and protein values. Two 
of the vitamins for which milk is 
important — vitamin A and vitam- 
in G — are heat resistant. Not much 
vitamin B is lost since we rarelv 
cook milk long. For vitamin C 
milk is not a good source anyway. 


On tha other hand, heat 
does 


make some beneficial changes in 
milk. Pasteurizing, which involves 
heating to a moderate ternpeia- 
ture, destroys the disaase-prodi'c- 
in£ bacteiia that are l.kely to be 
found in milk. Heating at 
high 


temperature, as 
in 
cooking or 


fanning, makes milk protein fo^m 
• softer mrd in the stomach. This 
is especially important 'n the 


jding of infants and invalids.
